A physi-
cian ' was called, and, with the aid of a
stomach-pum- p and antidotes, managed to

Martinis. I closed into the fort At first,
after forty minutes' shelling, they made de-
termined efforts to cross the walls 100 to 200
yards in front of my front and left; but
nearly every man was hit as he mounted
the wall, and then they remained firing
from behind the walls. At 8 a. m. a good
lot had collected behind the wall 200 yards
from my left. I crept out with ten or twelve
Goorkhas. who held my rear and right un-
der the hedge, aud drove them with loss by
an attack on their right flank, and we bolt-
ed back to fort without loss. Then at 11
a. m. there was firing from behind the
hedges to our front with a weapon that
rang out louder than their rides. I crept
out with a havildar and six Goorkhas close
in the ditch under the hedge, out to our
front from our right, up to within ten
yards of the nearest of them. They opened
a wild fire and bolted as we attacked their
left flank, but then we found ourselves in
a bit of a hole, for thirty or forty were in a
corner behind a wall six feet high, over
which they were firing at us. I had my
double-barrele- d, sixteen-bor- e shotgun and
six buck-sh- ot and six ball cartridges, and
as they showed their heads over the wall
they get buck-sh- ot in their faces . at
twenty yards. When my twelve rounds
were fired, and the Goorkhas also
doing considerable damage, we rushed
the wall and I dropped one through the
head with my revolver and hit some more
as they bolted. When we cleared them out
we returned to the fort along the ditch,
having had the hottest three minutes on
record and only got the Goorkha havildar
shot through the hand and some of our
clothes shot through; we had killed at least
ten. Next day 1 visited the corner and
found blood, thirty Snider and fifteen
Martini cartridges, and one four-incb-lo- ng

Express cartridge, .500, which accounted
for the. peculiar sounds I had heard.
Next day I heard I had killed the"Bbudda"
(old) Senaputty, or the commander-in-chie- f

of tho old Maharaj, father of the
present lot of scoundrels, and also two ge-
neralsbut that is not yet confirmed. Well,
as I have said, we bolted back Into the fort,
and I had thirty minutes' leisure to go all
around my fort, and I found I had only
fifty rounds per man, enough for one hours'
hard fighting, and only twenty-fiv- e for
Martinis; so 1 ordered all the men to lie
down behind the walls, and one man in six
kept half an hour's watch on their move-
ments. The men had orders not to fire a
shot till theenemy werehalt way across the
open adjoining compounds, but the enemy
declined to cross tho open, and the men did
not fire a shot all day. 1 picked oft a few
who showed their heads from the east cor-
ner, where I spent the rest of the day, the
men smoking and chatting, and at last took
no notice of the bullets cutting the trees a
foot or six inches over their heads. Thus
the day passed, the enemy retiring at dark,
and we counted our loss two men and one
follower wounded, one by shell, one pony
killed, two wounded, two elephants wound-
ed, one severely, and my breakfast spoilt
by a shell, which did not frighten my boy.
who brought me the head of the shrapnel
which did the mischief I will send it
homo to be made into an inkpot with in-
scriptionand half my house knocked
down. Next day, 7th, quint, improved
post and pounded dhan to make rice.
Saturday, bth. ditto. Large bodies of
Manipuris seen moving to my right rear
long way off. At r, 7th, two Burmans camo
with letters from Maharajah to Viceroy,
and a letter from Civil to poor killed chief
commissioner. I opened and found that
large army comes up from Burmah "at
once." A small party three or four days
before would have been more use. Mahara-
jah's letter a tissue of miserable lies and
stupid excuses. ,

ORDERED TO RETREAT. .

At noon, 8th, white flag appeared, and a
man stuck a letter on road and went back.
Went and found it contained a letter from
Presgrave, with orders from Burmah for
mo to retire on first opportunity, and be
was not to reinforce me, but to help me to
retire. I was sick, but the orders were
most peremptorily worded. So, at 7:30 p.
m., on a pitch-dar- k, rainy night, we started
back a splendid nisht for a retreat, but
such a ghastly, awful job! We had two
wounded elephants with us, and made just
a mile an hour, only 6ceing onr bands be-
fore our faces by tho lightning-flashe- s. I had
to hold on to a Sepoy's coat, as 1 sould see
absolutely nothing, but they see better in
th dark than we do. We were drenched to
the skin, and were halting, taking ton
paces forward when the lightning flashed,
and then halting the column half an hour
at times, but the feohle Manipuri, of course,
would not be out of snch a night, and we
passed through thrco or four villages full
of troops without a. inan showing. At 2 a.
m yth, a man said, sleepily, "The parry has
come" that was all and the next moment
Presgrave had my baud. He had heard
that 1 was captured and all my men killed
or taken at two different places: had re-
turned nearly to Tummu, but the two
Burmans with Maharajah's letter told
him where I was. and ho inarched
thirty-si- x hours without kit or ration,
only halting for eight hours, and was
coming on .to Tummu. He went back to
meet some rations, and then, after passing
the night in a Naga village, returned to
Palel and here,-wit- h ISO men and eleven
boxes of ammunition forty of them our
mounted infantry. At Palel we found
three or four huudred Manipuri soldiers
who did not expect us. They saw us a half
mile off and bolted after firing a few shots.
I went on with the mounted infantry, aud
after trotting till within three hundred
yards of the retreating array we forrred a
line on the open and went in. I rode for a
palci and umbrella I saw, and shooting one
or two on my way, got close up, but a hun-
dred or so had made for the hills on our
right and made a short stand, and suddenly
down went poor Clinker on his head, hurl-
ing me off. Jumped up I was covered with
blood from a bullet wound in the poor
beast's foreleg, just below the shoulder.
Two men came up. I twisted my handker-
chief round with a cleaning-ro- d above the
wound, stopping the blood from the severed
main artery, and refilling my revolver, ran
on. By this time the men had jumped off
and were fighting with the enemy on the
hill; the palki was down, and 1 fear the
inmato of it escaped. We killed forty
of them without loss, excepting
poor Clinker and another pony.
After pursuing three miles we stopped and
roturned to the infantry, which were rather
out of it, though they doubled two miles.
Found poor Clinker's large bone broken,
and had to shoot him at once. We collect-
ed the spoil and returned to camp, where
we had a quiet night, and were joined by
the Hon. Maj. Charles Leslie and four hun-
dred of his Second-Fourt- h Goorkhas and
two mountain guns; Cox, of ours. TotaL
now, eight British officers; all very nice
and jolly; but, to onr disgust, we have to
halt here for rest of ours, rest of Goorkhas,
two more guns and General Graham. Cox
brought me telegrams of congratulations
from Sir Frederick Roberts, General Stew-
art, commanding Burmah, and chief com-
missioner, saying everything kind and nice
they could. I sent in my dispatches next
day, and so the first act of the Manipur
campaign closes. My men have behaved
splendidly, both in attack, siege and re-
treat, and 1 have recommended all for the
Order of Merit. My luck all through has
been most marvelous everything turned
np all right, and there was hardly a hitch
anywhere. Poor Clinker! He was three
hundred yards from eight huddled rifles
for twenty minutes and never touched, and
a shot killed him at full gallop.

How Lieut. Grant and Eighty Men
Fonghtand Whipped 4,000 ManlpnrL

The Story of the Gallant Defense of Tbobal
Told by the Man Who Commanded A Re-

treat Under Discouraging Conditions.

London Times.
Lieut-Ge- n. Douglas Grant has kindly

favored us with the following letter from
Major Grant, V. C, to his mother, dated
from Camp Palel, Manipur, April 16. 1891:

Here in peaco and plenty and well and
fit. On March 27, morning, thirty-fiv- e men
of Forty-thir- d Goorkha Light Infantry
came into Tummu reporting that there had
been a great fight at Manipur on the 25th.
Chief Commissioner Grimwood, the Resi-
dent, same who came to see me with wife.
Colonel Skene, and many others were
killed, and five hnndred Goorkhas killed,
prisoners or fled to Assam; the thirty-fiv- e

men of Forty-thir- d Light Infantry had been
left at the station LungtobaL four miles
south of Manipur, and after the others
broke they retreated to Tummu in forty-eig-ht

hours, only baiting four hours or so,
fighting all tho way, and losing several
killed; I wired all over Burmah and asked
for leave to go up and help Mrs. Grimwood
and rest to escape, and got orders at 11 r.
M. on 27th. At 5 a. m., 28 th, I started with
fifty of my men, ICO rounds each, thirty
Goorkhas, Martini rifles, sixty rounds, and
three elephants, marched till 5 r. M., then
slept till 1 a. M., 20th, marched till 2 P. li-
slept till 11 r. m., marched and fought all
the way till we reached Palel at 7 a. m.,
COth, having driven 150 men ont of a hill en-

trenchment and two hundred out of Palel,
at the foot of the hills, without loss. - Ele-

one man clean killed at my side, and had
felt a sharp ihek under arm and began to
think we were in for about as much as we
could manage; but the men were behaving
splendidly, firing carefully and well di-
rected. I signaled up the supports to come
up wide on each Hank; they came with a
splendid rush and never stopped on joining
the firing line, but went clean on to the
bank of the river, within Bixty yards of the
enemy, lying down and firing at their
heads, which could now be seen as they
raised them to fire; then the former firing
line jumped up and wo rushed into the
water. I was first in, but not first out, as
I got in up to my neck and had to be helped
out and got across nearer to the bridge, the
men fixing bayonets in the water.

preliminary movements.
The enemy now gave way. and ran away

all along, but we bayoneted eight in the
trenches on the right, found six shot
through the head, behind the compound
wall. At the . second line of walls they
iried to rally, but our men on the right soon
changed their minds, and on they went and
never stopped till they, got behind the hills
on the top of the map; our advance and
their retreat was just as if you rolled one
ruler after another up the page on whioh
the map is. When I got to the scene I
baited in sheer amazement; the enemy's
line was over a mile long. I estimated
them at bOO, the subadar at 1,200, afterward
heard they were bOO men besides officers.
They were dressed mostly in white jackets,
with white turbans aud dhoties, armed
with tower muskets, Enfield and Snider
rides, nd about 200 in red jackets and
white wurbans, armed with Martinis, a ritie
that will shoot over twice as far as onr
Sniders.

On April 1, at 6 a. m., my patrols reported
enemy advancing in full force from their
new position. 1 went to (A), where picket
was, and took a single shot with aGoorkha's
Martini into a group of ten or twelve at
seven hundred yards. The group bolted
behind the walls, and the little Goorkhas
screamed with delight at a white heap left;
on the road, which got up and fell down
again once ' or twice, none of the
others venturing out to help the poor
wretch. Then a group assembled on the
hill, one thousand or 1.100 yards oil, and
the Goorkha Jemadar fired, and one went
rollinsr down the hill; I tirt 1 again, but no
visible effect. The enemy then retired un
der cover; but at 3 r. m. they advanced in
full force. I lined wall with fifty men.
holding rest in reserve in the fort. The en-
emy advanced to six hundred yards, when
we opened volleys, and after firing at us
wildly for half an hour they again retired
to eisht hundred yards, and suddenly from
the bill a great "boom." a scream through
the air, then fifty feet over our heads a
large white cloud of smoke, a loud report
and fragments of a nine or ten-poun- d

elongated common shell from a rille can-
non fell between us and our fort; a second
followed from another gun, and burst on
our right; then another struck the ground
and burst on impact to our front, firing a
patch of grass; they went on with tho
shrapnel. I confess I was in a horrid funk,
for although I knew that artillery has lit-
tle or no etlect on extended troops behind ft
little cover. I dreaded the moral effect on

, VILLAGE PARTLY BURNED.

Casselmrn, Ont, Suffers a Loss of ft 115,000,
with Insurance of 970,000. .

Ottawa. Ont, June 16. The village of
Casselman, about thirty miles from Ot-
tawa, on the line of the Canadian Atlantio
railway, is likely to be entirely consumed
by fire. Passengers by the Atlantio train
from Montreal say the villain, when they
passed through it last night, was a mass
of fire. Immense niles of lumber, measur-
ing millions of feet, and huge stacks of
tan-bar- k containing thousands of cords,
and nearly every house and store in the
village were on fire. Men, women and
children were rushing toward the woods in
the most frantic manner, with what little
of their household effects they could rescue
from their dwellings. There was no poss-
ibility of ascertaining whether there had
been loss of life, but the destruction of
property must have been enormous. The
village is the second largest on the Cana-
dian Atlantio line between Ottawa and
Cotteau.

The
total loss is 115,000; insurance. 70,000.
